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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

7. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

forming an interlayer dielectric comprising alternating layers of dissimilar dielectric 
materials in a multilayer stack over a metal layer of a device structure; 
forming a via having a corrugated sidewall; 

forming a decoupling capacitor stack in the via that conforms to the sidewall of the via 

after forming the decoupling capacitor stac k, wherein the decoupling capacitor includes a top and 

bottom electrode ; 

forming a passivation layer on the decoupling capacitor stack; and 

after forming the passivation layer, forming a conductive material in the via which is 

coupled to the metal layer , wherein the passivation layer is disposed between the conductive 

layer and the decoupling capacitor stack. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 7-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails to teach 
nor suggest the limitations of claim 7 as recited above.
